DEFENDANTS' UNOPPOSED MOTION FOR EXTENSION OF TIME 
IN WHICH TO RESPOND TO PLAINTIFF'S PETITION 
FOR AN AWARD OF COSTS AND FEES 

Defendant, by and through undersigned counsel, hereby seeks an extension of time 

through and including December 16, 2005, in which to file a response to Plaintiffs Petition for an 

Award of Costs and Fees on the ground that the parties are attempting to settle this matter 

without further court involvement and require an additional period of time in which to complete 

their negotiations. On November 21, 2005, undersigned counsel conferred with counsel for 

plaintiff, Herschel M. Fink, Esq., who indicated that he had no objection to the relief requested 

herein. As grounds for this motion, defendants state as follows: 

1 . On October 7, 2005, the Court entered judgment in this matter in favor of defendant, 
but found that plaintiff was entitled to fees and costs (Docket No. 22), and ordered plaintiff to file 
a petition for fees within 30 days, with defendant to file a response 21 days thereafter. 

2. On November 4, 2005, plaintiff filed its petition for fees and costs (Docket No. 23). 
Pursuant to the Court's October 7, 2005, Judgment, defendant's response to plaintiffs petition is 
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due to be filed on November 28, 2005. 

3. The parties are attempting to settle this matter without the need for further Court 
intervention. Defendant respectfully requests, accordingly, that it be granted an extension of time, 
through and including December 16, 2005, in which to respond to plaintiffs petition for fees and 
costs, so as to afford the parties additional time to continue their discussions.
